Wis., eintbeiaaes Help Fond 
du Lac Sheriff Capture 
the Assassin. 


Oakfield, Wis., May. 81.~[Special. }—Mra. | 
B. H. Orvis, social leader of this village and 
wife of Bafiker ©. H. Orvis, was shot and 
kilied tn the First Methodist churoh here this 


morning at the close of services by Grant 


Poole, aged 36 years, because Mre. Orvis 
would not permit Poole to marry her daugh- 
ter, Miss Grate Orvis. 

Poole waited in his pew until the congrega- 


tion began to‘file out after the benediction. 


by the Rev. Dr. Sabin Halsey and felt in be- 
hind Mrs. Orvis, who was greeting the other 
worshipers with gracious smiles as she 
passed out. In the crowded vestibule of the 
church Poole drew a revolver and fired three 


shots, one of them piercing Mrs. Orvis’ heart 


and causing instant death. The ring of the 
shots mingled with the final notes of the or- 
gan postlude. 

In the pandemonfum that followed the as- 
sassin plunged through the crowd and es- 
caped into the rocky, heavily timbered hilis 
that skirt the village. 


Worshipers Go in Pursuit. 
Dr. Halsey and the members of his con- 
Sregation started in pursuit, while. word 


was sent to the sheriff in Fond du Lac. Sherif | 


Dana and District Attorney Husting 
hastened from Fond du Lac, which is the 
county seat of Fond du Lac cousity, and im- 


mediately organized a posse of 800 men, 


Pe a members of Dr. Halsey’s congrega- 
n. 

Mrs. Orvis was carried into the parsonage. 
The women of the congregation turned their 
attention to reviving her, but their efforts 
were unavailing. A doctor reached her side 
In a short while after the shooting and with 
a few seconds’ examination announced that 
fe was extinct. 

Word was taken from the chamber to the 
villagers outside and the excitement grew 
into frenzy. ‘ 


Cries of “Lynch Him” Heard,

Rocky Caverns for Refuge. 

The country surrounding Oakfield is an 
ideal place for a fugitive té conceal himself 
and the sheriff expected Poole to put up a 
battle for his life before submitting to cap- 
ture. The village is upon a ledge of rock 
that runs down to Lake Winnebago, about 
twenty miles away, and besides being cov- 
ered with a forest and heavy undergrowth, 
the country is honeycombed with caves and 
rocky caverns, 

A well armed and Secperate man could 
stand off a posse for days in that nelghbor- 
hood and possibly eacnee in the Gdarknesa of 
night. 

At 7:30 tonight, after the posse had 
searched throughout the long afternoon, 
Poole’s trail was struck in the township of 
Lodoga, northwest of Oakfield, and the worn 
pursuers took fresh energy and pressed on. 


Poole Sighted in Clearing. 

At 8. o'clock a shout from a farmer whe 
was at the side of Sheriff Dana rang out. 

“ There he is!" the farmer cried, and the 
posse members within hearing sprang for- 
ward into.a little clearing from which the 
dusky form of @ man was just disappearing 
in the. last light of day. A shot was fired at 
him, but it had no effect. 

Sheriff Dana, fearing that Poole would fire 
upon his men, sent a detachment to the other 
side of the clearing through the woods, di- 
recting them to. get jm behind the rocks on 
the other side and await orders from him. 
As-the straggling members of the purty came 
up a solid cordon. was. thrown around the 


place and drew slowly in. 


Fugitive Gives Up Easily. 

Pools came out of hiding as the men drew 
close to him, and, throwing down his weapon 
and with his hands in the air, sald: 

“ Don't shoot!” 

‘Poole and his pursuére were-all exhausted, 
but the sheriff and Attorney Husting on the 
march back to Fond du Lac had much trouble 
in persuading the angry villagers of Oakfiela 
to permit Poole to get to the jail alive, ~ 


The murder occurred at 11:45 this niorning. 


It would be difficult to find a more d¥Faimatic 
setting for a tragedy. The Methodist church 
of Oakfield is one of the oldest in this section 
and its congregation includes practically all 
of the churchgoing people in the village and 
community. Its pastor, Dr. Halsey, is one of 
the jeading members of the Methodist clergy 
in Wisconsin, who was for years pastor of the 
Grand avenue church in Milwaukee. For 
ten years he was pastor of the Division stréet 
church in. Fond du Lac. 


. First Tragedy in Generation. 

Qakfield is one of the most prosperous farm- 
ing communities in the state, and this is the 
first tragedy to ocdur thete in a genération. 

The motive for the murder committed today 
lies in’ grudge which Poole has‘ carried 
against Mrs. Orvis for five years, when she 
ordered him to cedés@ hig attentions to ‘her 
daughter, her objection betrig due.to his 
mentel condition.

If all the facts were known it is prob- 
able that there would be no difficulty in 
proving that tons of books and pamphlets 
have been printed by the government to 
no purpose whatsoever... Valuable reports 


| and documents have been scattered broad- 


cast under a congressional distribution. 
plan which has been wasteful in the -ex- 
treme. People have received books on 
subjects in which they have bad little or 
no interest. The mails have been loaded 
down with such congressional courtesies. 
There has been slight consideration of the 
relative importance of publications. 
Happily that evil is being remedied in 
some respects. Many of the more valu- 
able publications of the government are 
no longer distributed free. If one desires 
them he is referred to the superintendent 
of documents, who gives information as to 
the price at which they are sold. Under 
this plan the books are far morg likely to 
get into the hands of those who will ap- 
preciate them at-their real value. There 
is a little return in money for tile outlay. 
In the co of time there will be a basis 
of judgment regarding the real demand for 
publications of a particular, type. 
- The work of the library of congress is 
becoming increasingly important also. It 
is giving large attention to the prepara- 
tion of select bibliographies. It is exploit- 


ing the wealth of the published material. 
Its facilities are being | 


of the government. 
utilized more and more both by those who 
yiait Washington for that purpose and by 
others at a distance. who seek its codpera- 
tion in special investigations. 

The printing work of the government is 
one of the features which have been too 
much neglected. Machinery of adminis. 
tration is being perfected which will 
greatly enhance its value to the people of 
the’ country. The report of the congres- 
sional investigating committee suggests a 
clogee supervision of the office by ‘con- 
gress. The chances of maladministration 
of millions of dollars are great if busi- 
ness methods are faulty. The opportuni- 
ties for public service under strict busi- 
ness supervision and with intelligence on 
the editorial side are unbounded. <«

The American Museum of Natural His- 


tory announced some lectures for s¢hool’ 


children. Its officers thought 600 might 
come. Instead, ten times that -number 
flocked ‘to the building, extra rooms were 
opened, additional lecturers were secured, 
and, what was more important, the eyes 
of the museum authorities were opened to 
see a great field of usefulness in syste- 
matic instruction for the eager boys and 
girls. a : 

The museum arranged 450 cabinets to 
be loaned to schools for help in the teach- 
ing and appreciation of nature study. 
These were used. in 825 schools for the 
benefit of 725,000 children. If the teach- 
er preferred to bring the pupils to the 
museum for instruction he found. avail:

If the stu- 
dents are mature persons, having special 
desire for investigation, they are provided 
with small work rooms where the ma- 
terials, once kept carefully beneath glass, 
are placed in their hands for critical ex- 
amination. 

This is the kind of public service 
which would be rendered by the Fieid 
museum for Chicago if it were located in 
Grant park in a building constructed and 
arranged to meet all the increasing ra- 
quirements of museum activity in tho 
present day. It would be a notable addi- 
tion to the working educational forces of 
the city. Its field of activity at present 
In the new 
park near the public library, the art insti- 
tute, and the Crerar library it may be 
looked to for the same effective work that 


it done In New York.

While Lord Kitchener le universally admit- 
ted by British and foreign experts to have 
increased tenfold the military strength and 
efficiency of England in India by his radical 
reorganization not only of the army itself 
but of the entire system of defense, it is 
known he is returning home with health 
impatred by his sojourn in India and in a dis- 
gruntied frame of mind. It +s understood 
he considers himseif badly uséd by the gov- 
ernment. 

Only the other day Lord Grenfell, his 
junior by several numbers on the list of 
generals, was appointed over his head to the 


dignity. of field mershal. Another of his 


juniors, Gen. Sir William Nicholson, has 
just been appointed chief of the general 
staff of the entire British army at home 
and abroad, an office analogous to that 
occupied by the great field marshal, Count 
von Moltke, In connection with the German 
army at the time of his death. 

Still another junior, Gen. Sir Neville Lit- 
tleton, has just been assigned to the lucrative 
and important command of Ireland, which 
was considered of sufficient prestige to be 
awarded to Lord Roberte when he came 
home after completing his term as meneral- 
issimo in India and covered with all the 
glories of his Afghan campaigns. 

Another junior, Sir John French, elmost 
at the foot of the list of generals, has lately 
been appointed inspector general of the 
forces, with a large salary. 

Tt has always been understood that in 
event of another big war the supreme mili- 
tary command would be vested either in 
the hands of the chief of the general. staff 
or of the inspector general of the forces. The 
government on several occasions acknowl- 
edged this.

Until last fall it was assumed that the 


chief of staff would enjoy the preference, 


but on the occasion of the appointment of 
Sir John French to the inspector general- 
ship the government volunteered. the infor- 
mation that it had been prompted in making

Thus, ‘Lord Kitchener, after five years of 
brilftant work..in India, is coming home to 
find that not only heave all the most tm- 
portant offices he had a right to look for on 
his return been newly filled with his juniors, 
but that the pledge of supreme command 
in the event of war has been given.to one of 
them, notwithstanding the expectations held 
out to him of that highest prize of a weneny 
career. 

His friends insist that when he first ‘went 
out to India he was distinctly promised his 
interests at home should not suffer, ané that 
these promises have not been kept. 

The trouble is that Lord Kitchener is too 
imperious and too intolerant of opposition 
and contradiction to. be popular with the 
ministers of the day and with others in 
euthority. That is why he is returning home 
to find himself virtually shelved.

Alexis Roohe, whose family is celebrated 
for its aggressiveness, seems to have ex- 
pressed himself in characteristically strong 
language at a meet of the Duhallow fox- 
hounds, concerning Sir Timothy, in connec- 
tion with the sale of gome horses. The 
baronet insists his good name has been in-. 
jured thereby to the extent of $15,000, and 
has caused subpoenas ‘to be served on Lord 
Kenmare, Lord Listowell, the duchess of 
Sutherland, Nigel Baring, and a number of 
other well known people. 

Sir Timothy O’Brien owes his baronetcy to 
the fact that his grandfather was lord mayor 
of Dublin on the occasion of Queen Victoria’s 
first visit to Ireland, and as this lord mayor 
was 4 prosperous merchant, Sir Timothy 
inherited a fair sized portion, which he in- 


creased by marrying a daughter of the late 


Sir Humphrey de Trafford.

He claims to represent a branch of the 
former royal line of Thomond, and to be 
descended from Brian Boroihme, principal 
king of Ireland in the tenth century. But 
this is contested by Lord Inchiquin, the ac- 
knowledged head of the house of O’ Brien, and 
the chief representative of the former 
dynasty. 

Sir Timothy, whose brother, Edmond, is 
married to Miss Audrey Crawford of New 
York, is an Oxford man_and played fn the 
university eleven against Cambridge, and 
purchased Lohort castle a number of years 
ago from the late earl of Egmont. The castle 
is the only one of those ancient square towers 
of Ireland ever converted into an up to date 
dwelling.

Why Dogs Are Not Muzzied. 

{Editor of The Tribune.]—In an editorial 
which appeared in today’s issue headed, 
“Muzzle the Dogs,”’ you say regarding hy- 
drophobia, “Prevention is possible only by 
muzszling the dogs,’’ but you do not mention 
why the ordinance which provides for the 
safety of the people by that smeans has not 
been enforced during the last year. 

Chief of Police Shippy by his shameful 
‘neglect. of duty is responsible for the deplor- 
able lack of pratection from dogs which has 
caused suffering, dread of a fatal ending, de- 
spite treatment, the heavy expense of this, 
(and the frightful deaths which have oc- 
curred meantinie. 

By the personal, voluntary efforts of one | 
citizen, independent of the police depart- 
ment, whose duty it was to enforce the lew, 
thé effectiveness of the: ordinance and the 
facility with which its enforcement could 
be accomplished, had been plainly demon- 
strated for some time before In a considera- 
ble section of the city. So Chief Shippy had 
no excuse whatever for what, considering 
the consequent suffetng and deaths, must 
be termed his criminal disregard of his sworn 
duty. 

To be sure, he issued an. order last July 
ealling upon his subordinates to strictly en- 
force the law, but as not one lawbreaking 
owner of a dog allowed at large unmuzzied 


his intention the order should be obeyed In 
accordance with its terms. 

Another similar order recently has had 
no attention. He has ordered that owners 
be personally notified by the dog census 
takers to muzzle their dogs, but why should 
months be spent in doing this, meantime the 
peril of hydrophobia growing more im- 
minent, when the law has been operative 
for three years ‘and hundreds have been ar- 
rested and fined, pending his taking up the 
work as he ought to have done immediately 
on his appointment to the office he holds? 
Certainly his increase In salary to $8,000 a 
year was not on account of his energetic 
work.in this direotion. 

No man is personally notified in advance 
that’ he nrust not carry a pistol, spit on the 
sidewalk, or violate other ordinances, but 
lie is arrested at’once when caught trans- 
gréessing the law. Why should an exception 
be made, with delay and dangefous conse- 
quences, in- regard to the ordinance which 
more than any. other ts of vital importance, 
concerning, as it does; every man, woman, 
and child fn the city? Is it a mere “ bluf” 
intended. to give the impression that some- 
thing is: being done, when, In fact; nothing 
beneficial or protective is accomplished? 

A couple of men in every ward could pro- 
ceed in a vigorous manner that would land 
hundreds of owners of dogs in court, bring 
the city thousands of dollars in fines, and 
what is of vastly mcre importance, make 
the people, especially the children, safe. If 
it is not considered practicable or desirable, 
for political reasons or otherwise, to protect 
the people from the terrors of attacks by 
unrestrained dogs, rabid and vicious, through 
the proper channel, the police department, 
then let it be arranged for others, not 
hampered in that respect, to do so and pre- 
vent further seandalous and inexcusable 
sacrifice of human life.

Birmingham, Ala., May 31.—{Special.]—The 
festivities of yesterday which marked the 
formal inauguration of through traffic by the 
Illinote Central railroad between Chicago 
and the southSand Birmingham and the 
poutheast turned to more earnest rejoicing 
today, At the banquet last night in honor 
ef the rafiroad officials Vice President I. G. 
Rawn announced on behalf of President J. 
T. Harahan and the directors of the railroad 
that the Illinois Central has placed an order 
4 for 62.000 tons of steel rails and that 42,000 
tons of that amount will be manufactured by 
the. Tennessee Coal and iron company of 
Birmingham. The order will involve an ex- 
penditure of about $900,000 with Birmingham 
mills. The other 10,000 tons will be manufac- 
tured by the Illinois Steel company of Chi- 
cago. 

The announcement was received with 
cheers. The order is the largest that has 
been placed by any railroad since the period 
of depression set in last fall. 

“This early exhibition of the interest and 
good will of the Illinois Central means that} 
new plants will be opened,”’ said John L. 
Kaul, president of the Birmingham Associ- 
‘ation of Commerce. “It means that 2,000 
men now idle will be put back to work. It | 
shows the return of prosperity for the rail- 
roads and to Birmingham it means every- 
thing. For this mark of good will the Illinols 
Central ever wil! find us their good friends." 

The order is for steel rails to be manufac- 
tued by the open hearth process and of a 
weight of ninety pounds a yard, as against 
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money is being taken from deposit and 
transferred to the gtock exchange for more 
remunerative investment. and the markets, 
with the solitary exception of. the Yankee 
section, enjoyed such a week as was not ex- 
perienced in a long time.
